Ky., Will Likely Lay Pontoon 


Bridges in Few Places. 


Hav e y o u seen a regu lar so ldier 
lately ? Well, y o u will hav e an o p ­ 
p o rtu nity Friday , May 23, becau se 
six hu ndred United States so ldiers, 
a p o rtio n o f the Ninth infantry , with 
a wago n train, will 
camp 
here o n 
tha t date while enro u te fro m Fo rt 
Tho mas, Kentu cky , to Fo rt Benja­ 
min Harriso n near Indianap o lis. 
Po stmaster Chas. Frazee receiv ed 
a letter this mo rning fro m C. C. Kin- 
aiey , cap tain and adju tant 
o f 
the 
Ninth infantry , anno u ncing the line 
o f march and req u esting that su it­ 
able p ro v isio n be made fo r the camp ­ 
ing o f the men here o n the day s men­ 
tio ned. 
Few p eo p le will realize what is re­ 
q u ired to care fo r six hu ndred men 
u ntil the list o f req u isitio ns that will 
he needed fo r the day here are seen. 
Amo ng the req u ests, is fo r a camp ing 
gro u nd three hu ndred by two hu n­ 
dred y ards, and a q u estio n 
as to 
whether beer by the keg is kep t fo r 
sale here. 
It is likely that the line o f march 
mentio ned in the co mmu nicatio n will 
hav e to be changed becau se sev eral 
bridges are o u t. 
The adju tant asks 
if there are any bridges o u t between 
Lau rel and Mo rristo wn. 
Since it is 
imp o ssible to reach 
Lau rel 
fro m 
Bro o kv ille ex cep t by a v ery ro u nda­ 
bo u t way , it is tho u ght that p o ssibly 
the so ldiers will get a little p ractice 
lay ing a p o nto o n where the Meta- 
mo re bridge fo rmerly sto o d. 
The letter asks fo r the Co nditio n o f 
the ro ads fro m Lau rel to Mo rristo wn 
which indicates that the army o fficer 
kno ws that the Mo rristo wn bridge is 
o u t and a ferry is being u sed. It may 
be that it is the intentio n to lay a 
bridge there and cro ss Big Blu e riv er 
in the same manner. Here's the let­

mo rning:

Dr. Sev erance Bu rrage o f Indiana­ 
p o lis, p resident o f the Indiana Asso ­ 
ciatio n fo r the Stu dy and Prev entio n 
o f Tu bercu lo sis, deliv ered a lectu re 
o n the cau ses and p rev entio n o f tu ­ 
bercu lo sis to a large cro wd at the 
St. Pau l M. E. chu rch last 
night, 
which was the last night meeting o f 
the health institu te which has been 
held here this week u nder the au sp i­ 
ces o f the state bo ard o f health and 
the city and co u nty health 
o fficers. 
The institu te clo sed this afterno o n 
with a rep o rt o n the sanitary and 
ho u sing co nditio ns o f the co mmu nity 
at the co u rt ho u se assembly ro o m, 
which was the resu lt o f a sanitary 
su rv ey which has been taken with the 
assistance o f the state health o fficers 
and u nder the au sp ices o f the So cial 
Serv ice and Civ ic Imp ro v ement Asso ­ 
ciatio n o f Ru shv ille. 
The 
talk 
to 
teachers and p atro ns o f the scho o ls 
was no t giv en becau se all 
o f 
the 
time was dev o ted to the rep o rt. 
“We do n’t o bey health ru les,” said 
Dr. Bu rrage at the beginning, “be­ 
cau se we see no way to make mo ney 
o u t o f it. 
We giv e tu bercu lo sis no 
attentio n becau se it wo rks so slo wly . 
The same nu mber o f eases o f dip h­ 
theria o r any o ther infectio u s dis­ 
ease in a to wn wo u ld cau se the p eo ­ 
p le to be u p in arms, bu t they giv e 
no heed to tu bercu lo sis. 
“Peo p le nev er realize what it is 
u ntil the disease has entered their 
family . The mo st hearty anti-tu ber­ 
cu lo sis wo rkers 1 hav e ev er 
fo u nd 
are tho se who se dear o nes hav e died 
with the disease. Bu t the wo rse fea­ 
tu re is that the diseas*e is p rev ent­ 
able, y gt we will no t take the p ro p er 
step s to p rev ent it. We hav e a fire 
dep artment to p rev ent fires. 
We do 
no t wait u ntil the to wn bu rns do wn 
and then eq u ip a dep artment. 
W e 
p ay o u t a large su m o f o mney to 
keep it in readiness to PREVENT > 
fires. 
We sho u ld do the same with f 
tu bercu lo sis.” 
Dr. Barrage’s lectu re was illu stra­ 
ted with v iews. 
Pictu res o f 
many 
su fferers in the last stage o f the dis­ 
ease were sho wn and then ru les, if 
strictly adhered to , will driv e disease 
fro m the face o f the earth. 
Alo ng 
this liu e he q u o ted fro m Lo u is Pas­ 
teu r: “It is within the p o wer o f man 
to driv e infectio u s and 
co ntagio u s 
disease fro m the earth.” 
Dr. Bu rrage characterized Pasteu r 
as the man who had made the scien­ 
tific wo rld dizzy by the nu mber and 
imp o rtance o f his disco v eries. 
Pic­ 
tu res were giv en o f the great men 
who hav e do ne so mu ch to aid u s in 
driv ing o u t diseases if we care to 
fo llo w their lead. 
Ma ny fig ures were sho wn o n 
the 
screen to indica te the g rip tubercu­ 
lo sis ha s in the United Sta tes, o ne o f 
the mo st fo rceful co mpa riso ns being 
tha t 64 0 ,0 0 0 perso ns ha v e fa llen v ic­ 
tim to the disea se during the pa st 
fo ur y ea rs while the number 
killed 
during the fo ur y ea rs o f the terrible 
civ il wa r wa s o nly 2 0 5,0 0 0 . He in­ 
sisted tha t indifference a lo ne wa s 
respo nsible fo r the g rea t wa ste o f 
huma n life a nd tha t it co uld be pre­ 
v ented. He prescribed a s the o ne 
g rea t prev entiv e o f the disea se, sim­ 
ple liv ing , which mea ns plenty o f 
fresh a ir, simple fo o d a nd 
sensible 
clo thing .

in Ru sh co u nty . 
No ne has been re­ 
p o rted liv ing in either Ru shv ille o r 
Rip ley to wnship , the o nly two fro m 
which rep o rts hav e been made thu s 
far. 
The law say s that the enu merato rs 
shall hav e their rep o rts o n file with 
the co u nty su p erintendent o f 
the 
scho o ls by the first day o f May . Be­ 
cau se the farmers were so bu sy this 
y ear. Co u nty Su p erintendent Geo rge 
gc. e the tru stees, mo st all o f y ^ko ni 
are fanners, the p riv ilege to p o st­ 
p o ne the tiling o f their rep o rts u ntil 
the mo nthly meeting o f the bo ard o f 
edu catio n which falls o n nex t Mo n­ 
day . 
The enu meratio n in Rip ley to wn­ 
ship has already been acco u nted fo r 
It was filed with the co u nty su p erin­ 
tendent Tu esday . Mrs. I^ev . Wallace, 
who has been taking the enu mera­ 
tio n in Ru shv ille, filed her 
rep o rt 
with the city scho o l bo ard to day and 
it was in tu rn s&il to the co u nty su ­ 
p erintendent. 
The enu meratio n o f scho o l child­ 
ren in the city sho ws an increase o f 
fifty -fiv e o v er last y ear. 
This fu r­ 
nished fu rther ev idence o f the be­ 
lief that Ru shv ille had added sev eral 
to its p o p u latio n since the last cen­ 
su s was ta keif.

tain to the criminal statu tes. 
One 
has to do with the 
ex p enses o f a 
p ro secu ting atto rney and the 
o ther 
p rescribes news 
fo r 
dep o sing o f 
cases where the 
defendant 
enters 
and p lea o f insanity . 
The su mmary 
‘o llo v v s: 
Senate Bill 48 (Chap ter 
5 ), ap ­ 
p ro v ed Febru ary 12, p ro v ides 
tha t 
he ex p enses necessarily incu rred by 
any p ro secu ting atto rney in trav eling 
to attend the taking o f any dep o si- 
io n in co nnectio n with any criminal 
actio n in which he ap p ears as su ch 
p ro secu ting atto rney shall be 
p aid 
?ro m the co u nty treasu ry , after 
be­ 
ing allo wed by the co u rt, o n co nsid­ 
eratio n o f an itemized statement o f 
su ch ex p enses, du ly v erified, to 
be 
filed with the elerlfio f the co u rt. Ex ­ 
p enses so p aid in cases fro m ano ther 
co u nty o n change o f v enu e are to 
be 
co llected fro m the o ther co u nty 
a s 
o ther co sts in su ch cases are co llec­ 
ted. 
Senate Bill 308 (Chap ter 29 8 ), ap ­ 
p ro v ed March 15 , rep eals Sectio n 
200 o f the Criminal Co de 
(Bu rns, 
908 , Sectio n 
207 1), 
and 
Sectio n 
6 y 2 o f acts o f 3909, Page 207 , re­ 
aring to p ro ceedings in case a de­ 
fendant is acq u itted o n the gro u nd 
o f* insanity . 
It enacts that the defense o f in­ 
sanity mu st be p leaded sp ecially in 
writing, and 
at the trial, 
ev idence 
may be intro du ced to p ro v e the de­ 
fendant’s “p resent sanity o r insan­ 
ity .” 
If a defendant, p leading in­ 
sanity as a defense, is 
fo u nd no t 
gu ilty , the ju ry shall also be req u ired 
o find whether lie co mmitted the a ct 
•barged, and, if so , whether he wa s 
sane o r insane at the time he co m­ 
mitted it, and “whether no t 
gu ilty 
becau se he was insane at that rime. ’ 
If the co u rt o f ju ry try ing the 
cau se find the defendant no t gu ilty 
>n the gro u nd o f insanity , the co u rt 
shall find as to his sanity at the time 
o f the trial, and if it shall find tha t 
he is then insane, the co u rt shall o r­ 
der the defendant, if a male p erso n, 
to be co mmitted to the Indiana co l­ 
o ny fo r the insane, and if a fema le 
p erso n, to be co mmitted where the 
female insane 
are 
co nfined. 
The 
same o rder may be made o f “the de­ 
fenda nt is sa ne a t 
the time o f the 
trial, bu t the recurrence o f su ch a n 
a tta ck o f insa nity is 
highly pro ba ­ 
ble.” The perso n mu st be co nfined 
therein fo r six mo nths, a fter which 
he ma y a ply 
to the co urt fro m which 
he wa s co mmitted, fo r a n 
o rder fo r 
his discha rg e. 
“ A seco nd 
o r subse­ 
q u ent a pplica tio n fo r discha rg e 
sha ll 
no t be ma de within two y ea rs fro m

tio n.” 
The co urt ma y ca use a n ex a mina ­ 
tio n o f a ny such defenda nt by two

Newark, N. J., May 2.—L ast nig ht 
President Wilso n returned to New Je r­ 
sey to speak in suppo rt o f a plan to 
refo rm the sy stem o f drawing g rand 
and petit juro rs, which is to be co nsid­ 
ered at a special sessio n o f the leg is­ 
lature nex t Tuesday . 
He spo ke to 
larg e audiences in Newark and Eliza­ 
beth and in scathing lang uag e de­ 
no unced the influences th at are seek­ 
ing to thw art the refo rm. 
W itho ut mentio ning names, but de­ 
scribing its chieftains in unm istaka­ 
ble terms, he assailed the Smith-Nu- 
g ent machine in Essex co unty and said 
it was a mo st amazing thing that the 
peo ple o f this co untry have failed fo r 
so lo ng to g rapple with the situatio n 
which co nfro nts them and to make 
themselves m asters o f their o wn g o v­ 
ernment. 
Mr. Wilso n po inted to the 
inade­ 
quacy o f any electio n law so lo ng as 
the hand o f a g rand jury is withheld 
at the cho sen mo ment. 
The co rrup­ 
tio n o f juries, he said, lies with the 
sy stem which determ ines who shall 
feel the pinch o f the law, and the po o r 
man, the influential man, the man who 
do es no t stand in with the g ang , will 
feel that pinch and the o ther man will 
no t. 
“The peo ple o f this co untry and o f 
this state are g o ing to have what they 
kno w” they o ug ht to have, by o ne pro ­ 
cess o r ano ther. 
I pray that it mig ht 
no t be a wro ng pro cess. 
I have the 
g reatest co nfidence in the self-co ntro l, 
the public spirit, the leg al co nscience 
o f the peo ple o f America, and I do ’ o t 
my self believe that dang ero us thing s 
will happen. 
But I warn these g entle­ 
men no t to o lo ng to sho w the peo ple 
o f this co untry that justice canno t be 
g o t by the o rdinary pro cesses o f the j 
law. 
T warn them to stand o ut o f the 
so vereig ns’ way . 
“I have traveled fro m o ne end o f 
this co untry to ano ther. I have lo o ked 
into the faces o f my audiences. 
I 
never have seen any traces that men 
were g o ing to kick o ver the traces o f 
the laws that they have made, but I 
have seen a g reat m ajesty seated upo n 
their co untenances and infinite pa­ 
tience. They are sitting no w and this 
is the test, this is the trial, this is the 
ultimate seal o f judg ment, and if these 
men will no t serve them they will be 
swept like the chaff befo re the wind 
and o ther men mo re ho nest, mo re ac­ 
tive, mo re who leso me, with the fresh­ 
ness o f a new ag e upo n them, with 
ey es that see the co untry as it is, men 
who are co o l and tho ug htful and deter­ 
mined, shall g o to the fro nt and lead 
to the day o f victo ry .”

riou s diseases which w ere du e to the 
presen ce of in ju riou s bacteria in the 
blood. 
The tests started alm ost sim- 
u ltaen ou sly in t^on don an d at Bad 
Soden , in Germ an y , from which place 
it is reported th at the u se of the seru m 
has been com pletely su ccessfu l. 
The 
Lon don tests hav e been m ost rig id an d 
searchin g , an d on their resu lts of 
cou rse depen ds the v alu e of the an ­ 
n ou n cem en t of the discov ery before it 
is pu blished to the world. 
The first phy sician to g iv e seriou s 
con sideration to Dr. M ohn arto seru m 
was Dr. H orn e W ilson , who has m ade 
a special stu dy of tu bercu losis an d 
who fran kly declared him self a hostile 
critic. 
He has been su perin ten din g 
on e set of the tests in Lon don w ith 
Dr. M ohn arto as bacteriolog ist an d Is 
n ow u sin g the n ew seru m In his pri­ 
v ate practice. 
Dr. W ilson approached 
Dr. H ew lett, on e of the g reat En g lish 
bacteriolog ists, who is professor of 
bacteriolog y in the U n iv ersity of Lon ­ 
don . As a resu lt of this Prof. H ew lett 
is actin g as bacteriolog ist in the tests 
a t the D readn ou g ht hospital a t G reen ­ 
wich, while Dr. Campbell Mu ir, with 
Dr. E cken stein as bacteriolog ist, is 
con du ctin g tests a t the M arg aret Stost 
hospital in Lon don . 
All these tests are for tu bercu losis, 
bu t sin ce th eir com m en cem en t the 
seru m is bein g tried in cases of m a­ 
laria, leprosy , m u cu s colitis, pern i­ 
ciou s an aem ia, sy phillis an d oth er dis­ 
orders of the blood.

en ce of the dreaded tu bercu le bacillu s. 
The resu lts of the applicaiton of 
seru m in cases of tu bercu losis hav e 
been m ost rem arkable. 
Mu cu s colitis 
has been com pletely cu red, as well as 
pern iciou s an aem ia, by the u se of the 
seru m an d sim ilar su ccess is hoped for 
in cases of leprosy an d sy phillis, the 
latest disease on which the n ew seru m 
has been tried. 
The bacteriolog ists en g ag ed in the 
presen t ex perim en t hav e called the 
seru m “Con tra-Tox in .” 
It n ot on ly 
cu res, bu t it apparen tly con fers im ­ 
m u n ity from an other attack of certain 
diseases. W hatev er disease is treated 
by "Con tra-Tox in ,” th e effect is the 
stim u lation of the leu cocy tes in the 
blood, secu rin g the restoration of its 
n atu ral com olem en t.

ly fiv e thou sand d ie annu ally in Ind i­ 
ana from tu bercu losis, the nu mber 
claimed by the great white plagu e 
being almost eq u al to that of all 
other commu nicable d iseases com­ 
bined . 
He said the m ajority of tu ­ 
bercu losis v ictims are women and 
that this resu lts becau se the women 
spend more of their time in the hou s­ 
es than men d o. 
Death statistics in 
Ind iana were presented to prov e that 
tu bercu losis is 2.2 per cent more 
d angerou s than mu rd er and fiv e of 
tlie d iseases cau sing 
the greatest 
nu mber of d eaths. 
Dr. Barrage d eclared it wou ld be 
the best kind of economy for the 
state to prev ent d isease ancl he su b­ 
mitted figu res 
to prov e his state­ 
ments along this line. 
Nearly all of 
the persons who d ie from tu bercu ­ 
losis and the other contagiou s and 
infectiou s d iseases are taken in the 
most u sefu l part of their liv es, u su ­ 
ally bef6 re they are forty . 
This re­ 
su lts in thou sand s of child ren being 
orphaned and becoming charges of 
the state and the ex pense of keeping 
them is great ind eed compared to the 
ex pense and trou ble of prev enting 
the d eath of their parents. 
He mentioned that statistics show 
that forty per cent of the orphans in 
the homes prepared and maintained 
for lliem by the state are there be­ 
cau se their parents hav e fallen v ic­ 
tims to tu bercu losis.
